It is 7:36 p.m. Eastern Daylight 
Time on September 21, 2001. New 
York Mets’ pitcher, Bruce Chen,

Fry’s ORNAMENTED was cut by Richard Austin in 
1796. The mats ended up with Stephenson Blake who 
cast them at least as late as 1977. 

A few months ago I was given two fonts labeled 
Colonial in 18 and 24 point, complementing one of 
30 Fry’s Ornamented previously acquired from’ Polly 
Johnson. 

Mac McGrew, in his book, American Metal Typefaces 
of the Twentieth Century, states that Colonial appears to 
be a recutting in 1933 by ATF of Fry’s Ornamented. 
The nicks on all three of my fonts are the same, not 
half-round as ATF, but with two straight vertical sides 
joined to the straight top at go degrees. We will prob- 
ably never know the true Story of these three fonts, 
shown on the reverse.

41TH THE INCREASE of typographic litera- 
ture there has come a wider interest in typo- 
_4 |graphy. The eager quest for rarities in 
printing has attracted a broader, deeper attention 
toward the class of men trained to set the types that 
first revolutionized the world and now rule it. In- 
telligent, thinking readers of books and newspapers, 
too, have learned that composition is the most ex- 
acting work to which a man can be put, requiring 
for anything like its proper performance, good eyes 
nimble fingers, and a physical organism capable of 
sustain effort. Standing at case, handling type, is 
no weakling’s effort, and no delicate or impaired 
physic can stand the strain for any length of time. 
Besides keenness of vision, steadiness of nerve, and 


tough muscles, the compositor must possess a gen- 
eral education above the average. Not a knowledge 
of the dead languages, nor a smattering of the med- 
ern ones; but he must be well grounded in the 
grammar of his own tongue. It is absolutely nec- 
essary that he shall be a master of orthography ; faulty 


spelling is an unpardonable ignorance in a compo- 
sitor, a defect that would disqualify him for his call- 
ing almost as completely as loss of eyesight. He 
must be as perfect in punctuation as in spelling. 
There are many authors whose names are written 
high up on the roll of fame, who did not know how 
how to properly construct sentences, who trusted 
implicity to the compositor for the proper punctua- 
tion of their work. Compositors, like poets, are 
born, not made; the man who has no natural adap- 
tation for typesetting, will never be competent in the 
craft. All other requirements being equal, men of 
sanguine temperament make the best compositors. 
There is an ancient aphorism which says that red- 
haired printers are always the fastest. Perhaps this 
is true, because a sanguine temperament, as a rule, 
accompanies an inherently healthy physique.

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A Blood Sample 


ANALYSIS of a blood sample reveals to a physician 
dozens of details of health information invisible to 
the unaided eye — blood sugar level, hematocrit, 
cholesterol level, etc. A sample of blood is easy to 
collect, and its analysis is usually relegated to elec- 
tronic technology which is virtually automatic and 
fast. There are few such quick and easy tests which 
reveal so much. 

As a retired teacher, I know that student exami- 
nation papers also ate astonishingly revealing. I’m 
speaking of essay exams, not the popular multiple- 
guess tests that are usually scored by machine. After 
sampling a student’s knowledge through two or 
three exams, I knew much about his knowledge of 
the subject, how well he thought, the size of his 
vocabulary, and his command of the language. I do 
not believe I had any special gift in doing this. Any 
teacher who is sensitive to such indicators can. 


I contend that we all do this in sharing our work 
in this APA cooperative yearbook, which I believe 
is the best thing we do as an association of hobby 
printers. We examine the work of our colleagues 
and learn much about their skill at typography, and 
their taste in the choice of type, paper, their sense 
of esthetics, and their skill at imposition and press- 
work. So this sheet is like a blood sample, revealing 
to my friends all kinds of printerly information. I 
hope it reveals to you my love of and competence 
in being a letterpress printer who prints for the joy 
of sharing his work with others.

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The Grand Scheme of Things 


The evolution of our understanding of Man's place 
in the grand scheme of things is due to the persis- 
tence of humans in attempting to understand the 
meaning to Man of observed natural phenomena. In 
astronomy, for instance, the progression of thought 
has moved from simple observation, through man- 
centered and solar-centered systems, to the current 
view of a solar system-containing universe which is 
vast beyond the wildest imagination. 


Our understanding of Man’s place on earth has been 
enhanced by the study of three proceses. Consoli- 
dation is the process by which the earth was initial- 
ly assembled out of matter from the Universe, solid- 
fied, and cooled to allow life to form and exist in 
this window of time.

border which you see around this leaf. 

It was cast recently at the Hill & Dale 
when Dave Peat and Paul Brown were in at- 
tendance. After casting a few characters, | 
stopped to pull a proof and frankly, all three 
of us were stunned at its detail, at its charm 
and its beauty—things we couldn't discern 
from just looking at the matrices. 

So where'd the mats come from? Would 
you believe Mergenthaler Linotype? Indeed  § 
its Lino border 1205 with corner 120514, | ; 


It’s a stereotypical thought | often find myself engaging in— 
that Linotype rarely made anything exceptional in the way of 
border matrices or elegant type faces. | am wrong on both counts. 
How about Baskerville, Caledonia, Caslon Old Face, Electra, 
Estienne, Fairfield, Granjon, Garamond, Janson? You must agree 
to the merits of all these faces. 

Borders? Merg made lots of great ones. But Linotype borders 
got little recognition because they were so rarely utilized. 
Linotype owners never bought dozens of a single border matrix. 
They couldn’t rationalize the expense. If they had only one, two, 
or three mats, it was difficult to cut and assemble clumsy ribbed 
Linotype slug pieces to make up a full page frame. But cast the 
same Linotype border matrix on a Thompson and you have as 
many characters as you need in easy-to-assemble solid metal type. 

Never before had | taken notice of this great border from 
Mergenthaler. It’s not shown in the big red specimen book. Only 
in the One-Line Specimen Book published in 1950 (along with 
several other great border elements). Look at only one or two 
pieces and you get the notion of a beetle’s backside. But put 
several together and the intricate detail comes to life for a truly 
stunning image! For sure, this is a great discovery at the Hill & 
Dale Typefoundry, where every new day brings opportunity to 
find something different to cast. . . if only | had the time and 
energy to capitalize on it all! Looking at the Linotype specimen 
book makes me wish | had many more of these gems. But finding 
them is like the proverbial needle in a haystack.

The first gathering of APA members was called 
the “Waygoose” and met in Chicago in August, 
1961. It was organized by Ward Schori, Norman 
Forgue, and Gary Hantke (the father of our pre- 
sent Mailer, Carole Mullen). We didn’t make it. 
Nothing happened in 1962 except some arguments 
about meeting. But in 1963, the “First Annual Old 
Fashioned Picnic” took place at Lake Taghkanic 
State Park in New York. It lasted three glorious 
days. Fred McMahon gave a talk on the produc- 
tion of miniature books and gave us one as a gift. 
Ben Lieberman spoke, urging the formation of local 
chappels. Harry Boyd held a floating type auction 
from his car. 


Next year, 1964, Harry Boyd and Ray Cuddington 
of Gary, Indiana, organized the “APA Picnic” at 
Munster, Indiana. Gary Hantke printed banners: 
“1964 Way-Goose picnic.” Forty-nine people (17 
members) appeared, including Rich Hopkins, the 
incoming president. 3 


Gary Granger was host at Lansing, Michigan, in 
1965, calling it the “Wayzgoose.” Notable was the 
attendance of Emil Klumpp, who represented ATF 
and donated tons of types which were raffled off 
to help defray picnic expenses. 

Dave Peat organized the “Indianapolis Wayzgoose”’ 
in 1966. Whedon Davis and Frank Hinkel of ATF 
and Emil Klumpp, now with Bauer Alphabets, 
appzared at the meeting. Again, the foundries do- 
nated beautiful types. To help organize and run the 
meeting, Peat recruited four printers from his area, 
notably Dave Churchman, who called himself “In- 
diana’s Favorite Clutter Printer,” and who has con- 
tinued to be helpful to the hosts of subsequent 
meetings. 

Since 1961, we have attended nearly every Wayz- 
goose and have enjoyed all of them. ‘We have never 
forgotten our favorites which today include 2000, 
hosted by Ernie Blitzer and Pat Molitor, and 2001, 
Donn Sanford and Paul Aken.
